To the fourth division of the Fulton 
auperior court, Judge Benjamin Har- 
vey Hill, chief justice of the state 
court of appeals. 


To succeed Judge Hill on the court 
f of appeals, Judge L. S, Roan, of the 
Stone Mountain circuit. 

To succeed Judge Roan on the Stone 
Mountain circuit, Charles 5S. Reid, so- 
Neitor general of the circuit. 

To succeed Mr. Reid as solicitor gen- 
eral, George M. Napier,” of the Atlanta 
var. 

EFFECTIVE IN OCTOBER. 

The appointments will not become ef- 
fective until cases now pending before 
the court of appeals have been disposed 
of. The governor said Judge Hill ex- 
pected the court to finish by October 
6, on which date the new docket will 
De taken up, and if the judge’s expecta- 
tions are correct the appointments will 
go into effect on October 6, although, if 
necessary, they will wait a few days 
for the court to finish, 

The reason for waiting, as will be 
»bvious to lawyers, is that it was con- 
sidered proper for court of appeals 
cases, having been heard by the full 

court, to be decided by the fall court, 
instead ef by two judges--which would 
lheppen if Judge Hill showld leave the 
_ evart now. 

Aiso, several motions are pending be- 
fore Judge Roan which he is desirous 
of disposing of before he leaves. and 
Soliietor “Reid “also has a number of 
matters to wind up. 

Most important of all Judge Roan's 
pending motions is the motion of Leo 
M. Frank’s attorneys for a new trial, 
which ia set for a hearing on October 
4, There is a possibility, however, that 
thie hearing might be postponed, in 
which event the Appointments would not 
wait and {it would therefore devolve 
on Judge Uill to rule on the motion. 
As above said, The Journal's exclusive 
story last Wednesday predicted the 
judgeship appointments exactly.

From September 1 to 12 


Atlanta’s new crematory has burn- 
ed 5,056,000 pounds of garbage since 
September 1, the daily tonnage record 
being as follows: ‘ 


September 1, 218 tons; September 2, 
245 tons; September 3, 242 tons; Sep- 
tember 4, 229 tons; September 5, 224 


tons; September 6, 198 tons; September 
8, 251 tons; September 9, 255 tons; Sep- 
tember 10, 221 tons; September 11, 226 
tons; September 12, 219 .tons. 

The total of these figures is 2,528 tons, 
or an average for the eleven days of 
229 9-11 tons per day. 

The figures are taken from the of- 
ficial record of W. P. Richardson, the 
weigher at the crematory. Every load 
of garbage that drives to the crematory 
goes over the scales before it is dumped 
into the plant. 

John Jentzen, chief of the sanitary 
department, states that the plant, so 
far asp he has been able to determine 
up-to-date by close observation, burns 
garbage without a hitch and in accord- 
ance with the requirements of the con- 
tract. 

Only one difficulty has developed in 
the operation of the plant so far, a*- 
cording to Chief Jentzen, and that is in 
the dumping of the ashes, or cinders. 
The arrangement of the plant is such 
that the car taking the cinders from 
the furnaces dumps them on the floor 
where the wagons drive in to dump into 
the garbage pit. This takes up as much 
room as one wagon, and sometimes, 
when the cinders pile high, as much 
room as two wagons. Chief Jentzen 
says a better arrangement will have to 
be made. 

Just whem the official test of the 
cremating capacity of the plant will be- 
gin has not been decided. Chief Jent- 
zen wants to start tomorrow, Monday. 
The plant is guaranteed under the con- 
tract to burn 250 tons of garbage per 
day at a cost not to exceed 25 cents 
per ton. Chief Jentzen will superintend 
the cremating test, and it must satisfy 
him, the board of health, the general 
council and Mayor Woodward before the 
city’s final payment of $135,000 on the 
purchase price is paid to the Destructor 
company. 

The evaporation test, for the pur- 
pese of determining the amount of 
steam the boilers will generate, will be 
made by Frank Lederle, an engineer

Committee Issues Statement 


Regarding New City Charter 


Charter Which Will Be Voted 
on September 24 by At- 
lanta’s Citizens Is Discussed 
From Voters’ Standpoint by 
Committee of Prominent 
Men : 


The following statement has been 
issued by George Hillyer, chairman, 
and A. H. Davis, secretary, represent- 


ing a committee of Atlantians. in favor 
of the proposed revised and rearranged 
charter for Atlanta: 

To the. Voters of Atlanta: On Sep- 
tember 24 you will be given an oppor- 
tunity by your ballot to select for 
this city a complete, concise, revised 
and rearranged charter. 

The legislature has already passed 
this charter, subject to the ratification 
of a majority of the voters in this 
election. If adopted, its provisions be- 
come effective January 1, 1914. 

This charter is not essentially dif- 
ferent from the present charter. The 
difference involves matters of detail, 
and does not change the basic princi- 
ples of Atlanta's present form of gov- 
ernment. 

It was drafted by the members of the 
city council, aided by a committee of 
citizens, and was adopted by the former 
body before.it was passed by the leg- 
islature. 

The. main idea in drafting this char- 
ter was to give to Atlanta a charter 
harmonious and consistent all the way 
through, to eliminate many obsolete 
matters, and to group together and in 
logical order the sections bearing upon 
particular subjects. 

When it is remembered that Atlan- 
ta's present charter was granted _ by 
the general assembly in 1874——nearly 
forty years ago-—that it has been 
amended time and time again, that it 
has no logical or systematic arrange- 
ment of contents, that many of its pro- 
visions are now unnecessary and obso- 
lete, the necessity of a complete, re- 
vised and up-to-date charter is made 
apparent. 

No changes from the present charter 
have been made, except such as have 
been suggested by the wisdom and ex- 
perience of thirty-nine years. 

While this 1913 charter is much 
shorter than the present one, we shall 
not burden you with its length, but 
ask that you read the explanation be- 
low, giving briefly all the essential 
changes from our present charter. 

The annual sanitary tax of $3 per 
house is abolished. This seems to be 
a relic of village days, to be removed 
as soon as the growth of the city per- 
mits, and that time has now arrived. 
This will give a very substantial re- 
duction in taxes for all property own- 
ers, especially for the small home own- 
ers, who, in many cases, now pay al- 
most as much sanitary tax as all other 
taxes combined. However, the tax rate 
of $1.26 remains as ‘at present, and 
there is no other change in the present 
tax system.

The cemetery commission and the 
park board are abolished, and the city 
cemeteries and the city parks are put 
under the board of public recreation, 
All municipal cemeteries, in the lapse 
of time, become public parks, and the 
reason for grouping cemeteries with 
parks, is, therefore, apparent. 

This board takes the place of the 
police board and the board of firemas- 
ters, thus combining, for more efficient 
and continuous supervision, these two 
co-ordinate departments. Of course, 
there will be a chief of each department, 
as at present, to be elected by the 
beard. 

The repair and construction of streets, 
sewers and bridges are put under a new 
board, called the board of public 
works. The citizens from each ward are 
given representation on this as on all 
other boards, and a hearing is assured 
on any and all complaints that they 
may desire to make, as well as 
on all protests against proposed 
improvements which they think the 
city should hear. The board of pub- 
lic works is intended to systematize the 
street and sewer work under a contin- 
uous line of endeavor, such as the 
board should work out from year to 
year, instead of following changes in 
views of the committee on streets and 


committees on sewers annually ap- 
pointed. 
TO PAY BOARD MEMbi.RS. 


A new feature is here adopted, towit: 
Each board member will receive $5 
for atttending the monthly meeting of 
his board. This is an effort to apply 
the wisdom of banks and other large 
business corporations in securing full 
attendance of board members. If every 
board member is present at the regular 
monthly meeting of his board, good 
work is certain to be done. i 

The sinking fund commission is con- 
tinued as at present. 

This charter provides that our water- 
works shall never be sold, transferred, 
leased or in any way aliened or en- 
cumbered, and further provides that any 
action that would look to any _ sale, 
transfer, lease or encumbrance shall be 
absolutely void, and, further, that any 
official voting for such sale, transfer, 
lease or encumbrance shall be subject to 
impeachment. 

This charter authorizes the mayor and 
general council, in their discretion, to 
create the position of city purchasing 
agent. 

CIVIL SERVICE RETAINED. 

Civil service, as adopted a few years 
ago, and which now seems to be work- 
ing well, is retained in its present 
form. 

It is provided that the following of- 
ficials shall be elected, as at present, 
by the people: Mayor, aldermen, coun- 
eilmen, city clerk, marshal, recorder, 
eity attorney, treasurer, comptroller, 
tax collector, city electrician and build- 
ing inspector.

TWO SEPARATE PROPOSITIONS. 

Two features of the charter are to be 
voted upon separately. One is the sec- 
tion reducing the recorder’s authority 
of a fine of $500 and sixty days’ sen- 
tence of labor or imprisonment (the 
present law), to a fine of not exceeding 
$200, with a thirty-day sentence. 

The other section is the one providing 
for initiative, referendum and recall. 

This charter proposss an initiative on 
the basis of 10 per cent of the registered 
voters,-a referendum on the basis of 
15 per cent of the registered voters, and 
a recall on the basis of 25 per cent of 
the registered voters, the recall apply- 
ing not only to, the mayor, aldermen, 
councilmen and other officers elected by 
the people, but also to all board mem- 
bers and all heads of departments. The 
figures given show the proportion of 
voters required on petitions calling elec- 
tions for the purposes named. 

These percentages seem neither too 
small nor too large, and will give the 
citizens an opportunity to give these 
provisions a fair trial whenever desired. 
Both these provisions, however, are sub- 
ject to separate vote, and may be re- 
tained or rejected without reference to 
the balance of the charter. ; 

The above should give you a clear and 
concise idea of the proposed revised 
charter which you are asked to accept 
or reject on September 24. 

A number of good citizens have given 
much of their time, in conjunction with 
council members, in the preparation of 
this charter. They have no more inter- 
est in its passage than you should have. 
They know the need of a better revised 
and up-to-date charter for this city. 
They submit to you this brief outline, 
giving the general changes from the 
old charter, so that you can the more 
intelligently vote upon it. 

If you are interested in doing what 
seems best for the city, in giving to 
Atlanta a modern and up-to-date char- 
ter, yet preserving to the people the 
right to govern themselves, come out on 
September 24 and vote for this charter.

COLEBROOK, N. H., Sept. 18—The 
perpetually recurring writ of habeas 
corpus which has so often dotted the 
career of Harry K. Thaw since his in- 
carceration in Matteawan as the insane 
slayer of Stanford White cropped up 
again this afternoon in his fight to re- 
gist extradition from New Hampshire. 
This time. and for the first time in the 
history of Thaw’s efforts to regain his 
oerty, the writ was issued by a fed- 


eral court. 

United States Judge Aldrich, of the 
aistrict of New Hampshire, granted the 
application of three of the Thaw law- 
yers, Martin, Shurtleff and Olmstead, 
and made it returnable at Littleton on 
Tuesday next. William Travers Jerome, 
gpectally deputized to take the fugitive 
back to the asylum, heard the news with 
ii} grace and characterized the news as 
one of bad faith. There had been a 
gentleman's agreement, he said, that 
neither side was to make a court move 
pending the extradition hearing before 
Governor Felker in Concord next. week. 

The Thaw leaders, led by Moses H. 
Crossman, said the writ was one of ex- 
pediency and had been obtained to meet 
an emergency should the governor re- 
fuse a full hearing on the extradition 
matter and sign the requisition warrant, 
forthwith turning Thaw over to officers 
of the state of New York. They had 
reason to believe now, they added, that 
a full hearing would be accorded the 
fugitive, and in view of this it was 
probable they would request on Tues- 
day that the habeas corpus hearing be 
continued

Hints for Embroiderers 


An embroidered piece should be 
washed by itself in an earthen bowl to 
avoid the possibiities of rust or other 


stain. Take fairly hot water and make 
a light suds of “Ivory” or any other 
pure soap. Wash = quickly. If the 


linen is sciled, rub that portion be- 
tween the hands. Rinse thoroughly in 
clean water and lay the piece flat be- 
tween two dry towels or thick linen 
cloths. Roll up in these so that no 
part of the embroidery can touch any 
ovhner part of the same linen, and 
wring or twist so that the dry linen 
will absorb the moisture. Leave :n 
thts condition until the materia: is 
absolutely dry. Lay the piece face 
down upon a well-padded ironing 
board, spread clean, white cloth over 
the embroidery and iron quickly and 
lightly with a hot iron, being careful 
net to press too heavily upon the em- 
broidery portion. 

A hot iron placed upon embroid- 
eries in which the silk is wet will pro- 
duce a steam, which will ruin the em- 
bridery. 4 

To remove scorch from linen, put 
two ounces, of Fuller’s earth into a 
saucepan, add g half ounce of white 
soap, the juice of two large onions 
and one cupful of vinegar. Boil to- 
gether for a few minutes, strain into 
a jar and keep covered for future use. 
Spread on the scorched parts with a 
knife and allow it to dry on. Simpler 
way would be to run the scorched ar- 
ticle with dry starch,

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The Beef Question 


A BBEVILLE, Ga.,—Question: I 


noticed your article in August 

29th issue of The Semi-Week- 
ly Atlanta Journal advocating cat- 
tle raising in the south. I, like 
you, believe we can raise the as 
cheap as in any part of the United 
States, but our market does not 
offer any inducements to raise 
them. Fifteen to twenty years ago 
when beef retailed in our local 
markets for 8c to 12c the market 
men paid 2c to 3c for cattle, the 
western markets were paying 4c 
to 6c. Today, with beef retailing 
from 15c¢c to 18¢ and the western 
cattle market ranging from 8 to lic 
I can’t get over 3c for a fat cow in 
LaGrange today. Yearlings ,are 
about two-and one-half cents. 

Well, you will say, ship my cattle 
to better market. I haven’t got 
enough. There is a firm in La- 
Grange that buys up the surplus 
that the local market does not take, 
but at prices a little less than 
quoted above. Now it does seem 
to me that if prices of beef cattle 
in the west and the retail price of 
beef in our local market has prac- 
tically doubled in the last twenty 
years, we ought to’ have at least 
tive cents for our cattle. 

I have read several articles in 
The Journal, Southern Ruralist 
and other papers similar to yours. 
All say raise more cattle, but none 
say anything about the extremely 
low price as compared with former 
prices and prices in other sections.

Answe! Your letter is just exactly the kind of information that 
should be published in the papers, and is the kind that will get people to 
thinking. You are exactly right. The average butcher and the people 
generally who are buying cattle today in the south are not willing to pay 
any more now than they did ten to fifteen years ago. Yet, firstclass beef 
is selling at two to three times as much. 

There are two reasons for this. In the first place cattle are’so scarce 
and so fe wpeople have them to offer that only a few generally buy. They 
know they can get the cattle at any price they offer. Therefore they take 
advantage of the seller as he must sell and get them so they can more than 
double their money on every animal they buy. You can not blame them be- 
cause they have no competition. They have an opportunity to make this 
big per cent of profit and of course it {s natural for every one to do 50 
when it is in their power. However, they do not think of what it will 
bring forth years afterwards. Just such work as this has discouraged and 
kept many people from breeding cattle that would do so if the buyer would 
encourage them in the least and instead of the buyer who now has an 
opportunity to only handle a few, and make a big per cent of profit. If 
this work was encouraged they could-handle a great volume of business 
and make enough out of it worth while and still pay the producer twice 
as much as they are now doing. When cattle are raised in large numbers 
there is sure to spring up more or less competition from the buyers, and 
when this is done we will get what they are worth. It is sure to come 
sooner or later. Buyers who are willing to pay the price- will be distri- 
buted over the south the same as they are in the east and west when there 
is enough cattle for them to fool with, but at present they would starve to 
death and could not get enough cattle to keep their business going. That 
is one reason why they must make a big profit on the few they do handle. 

Another thing that has always kept the price of our cattle down is 
poor quality. There is really not ten per cent of all of the cattle in the 
entire south regular beef cattle or fit for firstclass beef, and a butcher 
cannot. make a profit out of the class of cattle we breed, even though he 
only pays one-half the market price quoted for western cattle. The meat 
is not on them and he cannot get one-half the per cent of profit out of 
the average Georgia cow as can be cut out of a good western Shorthorn or 
Herford. There is more steak on the front quarters of a firstclass Short- 
horn, Herford or Pow] beef animal than can be found in the hindquarters 
of the very best native Georgia beef that can be had. We will have to 
improve the quality of our beef cattle in Georgia and raise more of them, 
and then we will have a market and buyers who are willing to pay the 
rice for our products at a profit. 

: It will inky several years to get things working as they should. We 
are being forced every day to take hold of this and while it may not 
make a big per cent of profit for the first who undertake it, it is sure to 
come later, and is absolutely essential to the future welfare of our country. 
There is no use of our putting it off longer, We might as well keep better 
quality and encourage enough to undertake it as a large lot can be shipped 
from a community. This is being done in Elbert county and a large num- 
ber of farmers there have all agreed to feed out from one tc five animals 
each and by doing this they can at most any time get together a carload 
that they can ship either to Atlanta or to Louisville. The White Produce

They had a bad fire in Chicago the 
other day. 

It wasn’t really a fire, but just a 
smudge. Smouldering flames under 
four buildings in a downtown block 
mérely poured out smoke for more 
than twelve hours. 

A fire chief leading his men into a 
basement was knocked unconscious by 
a falling door. A surgeon sewed up 
his head and he returned to the battle. 
Two hours later he fell to the pave- 
ment, asphyxiated, breaking open the 
wound. Then he was sent home 
against his protest. 

“Turn on the lake!” was the order, 
and 1,000,000 gallons of water. flooded 
the basements, while up through it 
bubbled the smoke-and deadly fumes 
from the fire below. : 

On an average, a fireman was over- 
come every five minutes for more than 
twelve hours. There were 112 men at 
work. More than 150 times a fallen 
fighter was hauled from alley or base- 
ment or tunnel and revived by lung 
motor or oxygen tank, 

When the fire was conquered there 
were forty-seven of them in the hos- 
pital and nearly all the rest had been 
taken home, half dead. Did anyone 


ever hear of such a percentage of cas- 
ualties in battle? 


They did all this just as their regu- 
lar day’s work. 

And the fire fighters of Atlanta 
would have done the same thing and 
said just as little about it. 

In fact, the Atlanta firemen have 
done such heroic and unspectacular 
work time after time, going calmly 
into the smoking inferno of a factory, 
barn, apartment house or wareroom, 
falling at the front, and returning: to 
the fight as soon+as they could stand 
erect. 

The spirit of all firemen seems the 
same. There are no “quitters.” And it 
is not at all strange that a city boy’s 
greatest hero is a fireman.

Electric Chickens 
(Special Cable to The Journal.) 

LONDON,—A long succession of in- 
geniots experiments have been private- 
ly made in the effect of electricity upon 
growth both of plants and animals. It 
is now possible to say with some ap- 
proach to confidence that startling re- 
sults have been reached in one direc- 
tion. 

Beyond all question young poultry 
respond to electric stimulus, applied in 
a particular way, with astounding ra- 
pidity. They surpass the best on record 
in speed of growth at the time of year, 
they keep their health in crowded con- 
ditions and become almost independent 
of the season. 

In the south of England, on the big- 
gest poultry farm in the world, an ex- 
periment of this nature has just been 
completed. Eight hundred chickens, in 
two equal squads of 400, were nurtured 
on the intensive system, that is in flats, 
almost trays, one above the other. 

One group of 400 were treated by this 
electric treatment, and so charged were 
the chickens with electricity that the 
shock could be distinctly felt if the 
finger was put to the beak of a chicken. 


THe chickens in this 400 grew to a 
marketable size—that is , as ‘*petites 
poussins”—in five weeks, and of the 


400 only 6, and these were weaklings in 
the beginning, died. Of the other 400 
nearly half died, it being late in the 
year for healthy growth—and the sur- 
vivors took three months to reach the 
marketable size. 

The experiment:-followed other expert- 
ments in which similar though not so 
striking results were obtained. Trials 
on a yet larger scale are being prepared, 
and there is at any rate a reasonable 
hope that an instrument of real value 
in the intensive production of food has 
been found.

Tammany’s Probable Defeat. 


The prospect of a united and successful opposi- 
tion to Tammany in New York's mayoralty election 
has grown distinctly more assuring. The sudden 
death of Mayor Gaynor has narrowed the contest to 
John Puroy Mitchell, nominee of the independent 
Democrats, the Republicans and “Progressives” on 
one hand and Edward A. McCall, Tammany’s nominee, 
on the other. The line is thus drawn unwavtringly 
between the forces of good government and corrupt 
ring rule. 

The results of previous New York City elections 
show that the anti-Tammany vote is much larger than 
the Tammany vote. Thus in the last election more 
than three hundreu and thirty-one thousand ballots 
were cast against the Tammany candidate for mayor 
and only some two hundred and fifty thousand were 
cast for him; but owing to the fact that the anti- 
Tammany vote was divided between two candidates, 
it was ineffectual. 

Mayor Gaynor’s candidacy in the approaching 
election would undoubtedly have drawn heavily from 
the strength of Mr. Mitchell and the result would 
probably have been a victory for Boss Murphy’s man.

HE overshadowing issue of the banking and 
currency bill now before Congress is whether 
control of the nation’s monetary resources 

shall be private or public, whether it shall be left 
with particular groups of financiers or shall be 
vested in the Government itself to the end that 
banks may be “the instruments, not the masters of 
business.” Other questions of more or less moment 
are involved but this is the one great principle em- 
bedded in the pending bill; and on no other basis 
may fimancial interests expect to secure a new SYS- 
tem of banking and currency, better suited to their 
own and the common country’s needs than the crude, 
outworn system which now prevails. 

The need of prompt reform is universally recog- 
nized. The bankers themselves have been most in- 
sistent upon a change. They realize’ more keenly, 
perhaps, than anyone else how essential is such leg- 
islation to the security and progress of business. 
Yet, when the opportunity for constructive reform is 
ripe some of them are urging delay and are holding 
out for impossible compromises. Some of them, in- 
deed, seem to forget that laws must be framed not 
for the benefit of particular interests but for the peo- 
ple’s common good. 

No one doubts that under the system proposed 
by the Glass-Owen currency bill certain banking in- 


terests will be far less powerful than now, but every-— 


one who views the measure with an open mind be- 
lieves that the business of the country as a whole 
That, indeed, is the 
prime purpose of the administration measure. Were 


will be far more stable and free. 


it designed to serve bankers alone, it would be un- 
worthy a moment’s thought from Congress and cer- 
tainly it would not receive a moment’s support from 
the rank and file of the people. Whatever its details 
may be, any bill that passes the Democratic Congress 
and receives President Wilson’s approval must em- 
body the one essential principle of Government in- 
stead of private control for the new system. 

This provision is as wise from an economic stand- 
point as it is necessary from a political standpoint. 
The fatal weakness of our present banking and cur- 
rency system lies largely in the fact that it has no 
responsible or trustworthy control. It is under the 
dominion of particular groups of men and particular 
centers of finance but there is no central force by 
which its complex machinery may be driven to serve 
the nation’s common needs. It works smoothly 
enough for a favored few but it scarcely works at 
all for the great mass of interests on which steady, 
enduring prosperity depends, 

The fact is our banking affairs have been left 
for certainly a regime that 
places the country’s commerce and industry and en- 
terprise at the mercy of smull coterles of financiers 
who can dictate terms of credit to suit themselves 
and who, were they so minded, could even create a 
panic—certainly such a regime is not government, 
rather, it is anarchy and chaos. And in times of 
storm or stress, it leaves the average business in- 
terest, whether a bank, a store, a factory or a farm, 
without refuge or protection. The unrestrained will 
of individuals is the very antithesis of government, 
and the gravest menace to freedom that can be con- 
ceived. 

Yet, this is the condition that will continue so 
long as banking and currency affairs remain under 
private control. It is to remedy this great evil 
and to avert consequent disasters that the measure 
now before Congress is designed. The bill provides, 
among other things, for the establishment of twelve 
so-called regional reserve banks in alfferent parts of 
the country and for a supervisory federal board 
through which the Government itself will exercise 
competent control over the workings of the new 
system. 

It has been objected that such a board would be 
partisan and political in character and would pos- 
sess undue power, and furthermore that active bank- 
ers are to be excluded from its membership. The 
power of this board in its particular sphere would be 
no greater than that of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission over the country’s transportation busi- 
ness. Time was when interstate commerce was com- 
paratively without Government supervision, but tcday 
the railroads themselves realize that the federal 
commission is helpful to them as well as to the pub- 
lic. It has established certainty and order where un- 
certainty and dangerous confusion once existed and 
not once has it been tainted with anything like par- 
tisanship or abuse of authority. 

The exclusion of active bankers from the proposed 
board is so obviously proper that it leaves little room 
for discussion. The fact that a man is experienced 
in banking would in no wise disqualify him for 
service on the federal board; but if he were identified 
with some particular banking institution, he would 
then be clearly incapacitated for public duties of 
this kind. He would have to sever private connec- 
tions before assuming a public trust. The very essenza 
of efficient service on such a board would be disin- 
terestedness. It should be noted, tov, that the pend- 
ing bill as amended provides for an advisory coun- 
cil of bankers elected by the bankers of all sections. 
Through this council, the bankers can exercise a use- 
ful influence in the administration of the new sys- 
tem. The Government, we may be sure, will not be 
slow to avail itself of their experience nor to profit 
by good disinterestedly offered. 

The important and essential feature of the new 
system will be its freedom from the control of any 
special interest and, hence, its abilfty to serve the 
common interests of the United States. And that 
is the one great requisite of a banking and currency 
Plan that will meet the financial needs of this day, 
that will be at once secure and responsive, that will 
guarantee business freedom and business stability. 
The Glass-Owen bill makes no pretense to perfection. 
In matters of detail it has already been amended to 
advantage; it will perhaps undergo other changes 
before its final enactment; and after it is a law, it 
will be readjusted as oceasion may demand or expe- 
rience warrant. But the basic principle of the bill, 
that of public instead of private control, must stand 
for the reason that it is wise ana right.

they get damned bad, they just loose and 
straighten themselves.”

tion we can but be seriously concerned, for this is a 
matter that comes straight home to all men’s “busi- 
ness and bosoms,” affecting the cost of living and 
standards of living and giving rise to any number 
of economic and social problems, 

There are twenty million more people in the Un!- 
States today than in 1901, twenty million more 
mouths to be fed. Yet, the wheat crop of 1913 is 
only six million bushels more than that of 1901. 
The total acreage of wheat in this country is little 
if any greater than it was twelve years ago. The 
same condition is proportionately true of many other 
food harvests, while the production of meat is rela- 
tively very much less than it was a generation ago. 

“Agricultural products,” says one analyst of 
these figures, grow more valuable because the 
quantity raised for each person steadily declines. 

So when it comes to measuring in dollars the 

value of what was brought out of American 
farms this year, the total may rival that of last 
year, which broke all preceding records. What 
the country desires, however, is not dearer crops 
but greater ones. It wants more bushels and 

more tons, rather than higher quotations.” 

Most economic problems and mamy social prob- 
lems are fundamertally problems of the soil. Agri- 
culture is the one great source of industry and com- 
merce. Good farms and abundant harvests do not 
in all circumstances mean good times and a con- 
tented people, for man-made ills may shut the door 
to natural blessings. It is evident, however, that 
from this time forward the welfare of the American 
people will depend very largely upon improvement 
in farming methods and the consequent increase in 
the food supply. 


This is a matter of peculiar concern to Georgia.

necessaries of life. Yet, the people 

of Georgia spent last year more than 

one hundred and seventy-two million dollars in buy- 

ing from distant qiarters such products as corn, 

oats, meat and other food supplies which could 
have been raised easily and cheaply at home.

which is their natural due; nor can our commercial 
and industrial enterprises progress as they should. 
The banker, the merchant, the manufacturer, the 
railroad company and the people as a whole suffer 
from the fact that millions of their money are di- 
verted to outside channels. The fact is we are now 


spending more than we produce, and that is mani- 
festly poor business. 


Why should we pay high prices for imported 
beef when within our own borders there are thou- 
sands of idle acres admirably suited to cattle rais- 
ing? Why spend thirty-seven million dollars 
more than the value of our cotton crop for grains, 
when our own soil is capable of producing great 
harvests of corn and wheat? Why stake all our 
agricultural fortune on the one crop of cotton, when 
that is clearly insufficient to meet our vital needs? 

There are cheering indications that Georgians are 
waking to the significance of this issue. Under the 
splendid MNadership of our State system of agricul- 
tural education, aided by the Boys’ Corn Clubs and 
other agencies, the home production of food supplies 
is increasing. More attention was given this year

~The Suwanee River?

Suwanee is said to be a corruption of the Spanish 
words San Juan. Be that as it may, ‘tis true that the 
Suwanee river is a beautiful stream of water. Its 
banks are high and rocky and so white are they that 
they glitter like glass when the sun shines. The Su- 
wanee river is famous for being the identical spot men- 
tioned in that beautiful old song, “Old Folks at Home,” 
and it is fraught with music, romance and poesy. The 
scenery on this clear, sparkling stream of water is its 
own virgin woods. The large magnolias and the giant 


oaks overspread with Spanish moss are garlanded with 
vines of the wild grape and of the muscatine, as well 
as of the yellow jessamine and other wild vines that 
are found in Florida's soil. The limbs of the magnifi- 
cent trees fall over the dimpling waters, as the Soft, 
sweet winds go whispering by, making the restless 
pines sigh a sad requiem reminding one of 


Way down upon the Suwanee river, 
Far, far away, 

There’s where my heart is turning ever, 
There's where the old folks stay. 


The only transportataion known in middle Florida 
prior to 1855 was the English stage coach, an old rum- 
bling Noah’s ark drawn by four horses. It carried the 
mail and the passengers from Jacksonville to Pensa- 
cola. There were two mails each week and its coming 
was heralded by the blowing of a horn. 

The writer remembers the mail that came to one 
family at this time It consisted of three weekly pa- 
pers and a monthly magazine. The papers were the 
National Intelligencer, published in Washington; the 
Floridian, published in Tallahassee, and a Scotch pa- 
per. The magazine was Harper’s Monthiy. That was 
all the literature that came into that household of 
many readers. What a vast difference there is now, 
when several dailies and any number of magazines are 
delivered morning, noon and night. In a shady nook 
on the Suwanee, in the 50's, was a hamlet known as 
Columbus. There were several houses here, a lumber 
mill and stores. It was here the stage changed horses 
and the passengers were entertained. The hotel was 
kept by a family named Hardee. They were a typical 
southern household, joyous and funloving, and the 
souls of generosity. They were as ready to go to a 
camp meeting as to a ball. Dancing was the chief at- 
traction at the house. Old Uncle Ted’s repertoire may 
not have been claSsical music, but “Sugar John Sugar” 
and “Old DAn Tucker,’’ with ‘“‘Money Musk,” were live- 
ly and the glide waltz in those days was far more 
graceful than the turkey trot and bunny hug of this 
day. 

A son of this house, Lucius A. Hardee, he of honey- 
moon notoriety, was one of Florida’s well known citi- 
zens. He was an enthusiastic southerner, but in the 
interests of peace in the 70’s an address of his was 
known as a “poem of a speech,” in which he said: “I 
love the little gray jackets. They were made by our 
mothers and our sisters, but side by side in the great 
war. there were 400,000 of the blue and the gray laid in 
the grave. The moths know no difference in the col- 
ors. The worms will know no difference in the bodies, 
and high heaven will know no difference in the judg- 
ment day. The time will soon come when the blue- 
eyed blondes of the north and the brown-eyed brunettes 
of the south will gather flowers together, bedew them 
with their tears and Scatter them alike on the graves 
of the blue and of the gray.” 

The invasion of Florida by the Iron Horse in 1855 
brought changes to this hamlet on the Suwanee river. 
Many years. after the place was deserted there was to 
be seen a magnificent orange tree, the seed of which 
was planted on the wedding day of a daughter of the 
household to William Tison, late of Savannah, 


When King George V 
Takes a Vacation 


(Answers, London.) 
When the king goes to Balmoral, as he will do 
within the next week or two, it will be to have a real 


holiday among the pine clad hills for which the Dee- 
side Highlands are famous. It is an ideal retreat for 
his majesty, after such a strenuous round of public 
engagements as he has recently had, for in “the heart 
of the Highlands” he will have absolute seclusion, and, 
what is even more important, will enjoy entire freedom 
from public ceremonial. 

As soon as his majesty sets foot on Scottish soil— 
or rather, on the DeeSide heather—he will don the kilt 
of the Stewart tartan, with all the other habiliments of 
the Celtic garb, including the glengarry bonnet, and will 
look every inch a Highlander. 

No family could enjoy a holiday in the Highlands 
more heartily than the royal family does. Balmoral 
has pleasant memories for them, and there are historic 
associations connected with the king’s Highland resi- 
dence that makes it a delight for them to sojourn 
among the majestic hills, the great forests and heather 
clad dells which surround the royal residence on every 
side. 

Queen Victoria once described Balmoral in her diary 
as “a paradise,” and its varied attractions and delights 
have always appealed to her grandson, King George V. 
Before he ascended to the throne he used to make 
periodical excursions to Balmoral and indulge his pro- 
clivities as a sportsman. 

The simple life is the rule when his majesty goes 
for his northern holiday. He makes it, as much as 
possible, a period of rest, with plenty of recreation. 
The king is an early riser when he is in the Highlands, 
and almost as soon as the morning sun has dispersed 
the mists from the towering hilis, the royal piper is 
serenading below his majeSty’s bedroom window “skirl- 
ing” some favorite pibroch. 

Every day at Balmoral a certain routine is fol- 
lowed, for the king makes a point of being in the open 
air aS much as possible, and having all the pleasure 
and sport he can get out of his well earned holiday. 

One day there may be a grouse “shoot” on the royal 
moors, and the next day there may be a deer drive in 
Ballochbhuie Forest, or a deer stalking expedition 
around Lochnagar, whose "Steep, frowning glories” 
have been immortalized by Byron. Another day the 
king may prefer to go fishing on the “silvery Dee,” 
one of the best salmon fishing rivers in Scotland, or, 
again, the day may be spent in climbing some of the 
surrounding hills which here and there are crowned 
with cairns erected by Queen Victoria to commemorate 
some event of domestic or national importance, 

Days are set apart, too, for trout fishing on Loch 
Muick, and for pienics and lunches with the royal 
household and guests at one or another of the numer- 
ous picttresque “sShiels’—or bungalows— which stand 
in some of the lonely glens within a few miles of the 
castle. 

The Highland residence of the king is also pro- 
vided with an excellent golf course, and it is stated 
that this year the queen herself will there be initiated 
into the mysteries of the “royal and ancient” game. 

When the court is at Balmoral, his m esty, as a 
landed proprietor, pays his respects to his neighbors 
by visiting them, and they in turn are guests at the 
castle. It is one of the customs of the king when on 
Deeside occasionally to visit his sister, the princess 
royal, at New Mar Lodge, and, if the Braemar High- 
land gathering should happen to be held while his 
majesty is in the north, he makes it a rule to be 
present. 

Sunday is observed in true Scottish fashion, and 
the king and his family are invariably in the royar 
pew of Crathie Parish church, where service is con- 
ducted by the resident domestic chaplain, or by one 
of the ordinary chaplains, who are distinguished min- 
isters of the Church of Scotland. 

But even in the privacy of his Highland residence 
the king is not free from the cares and responsibilities 
of state affairs, and a minister-in-attendance is alwavs 
attached to the court. There have been occasions when 
events of great political and Furopean importance have 
heppened at Balmoral, and to meet wi 
special postal and telegraph 
when the king is in residence.

However, not 
all bacteria found in milk are bad. Some of them ar 
good, as for instance, the lactic acid germ. But om

While th 
old-fashioned way of pumping water into milk is » 
longer tolerated anywhere, milkmen with a touch at 
cupidity in their make-up have hit upon other meti- 
ods of taking advantage of the consumer, Some of 
them have rich milk, richer than the law requires tt 
to be. In order that they may make an added profit 
they add enough skim milk to it to bring /it down @ 
the lowest standard, and thus sell the skint milk they 
use for diluting purposes at regular whole milk price 
Others manage in one way and another to get any sure 


plus butter fat off of the milk.

It has been found wherever the matter has been 
investigated that loose milk seldom measures up to thé 
Standard of bottled milk, either from a health or @& 
economic standpoint. It is usually very full of germ 
and equally often of a very poor grade. * The constant 
dipping out of small quantities introduces new serm 
and encourages the spread of those already there. At 
the same time it gives the merchant opportunity 
dilute it with skim milk, an opportunity very fre 
quently improved. The investigations in New York all 
have shown that the cheap shops where loose milk 18 
sold usually handle a low grade both in quality end in 
bacterial count. So the trend of legislation is in th 
direction of the abolition of dippered milk. This has 
brought forth a great complaint among those who deal 
in loose milk, and they assert that it will make milk 
cost the poor man more. The sanitarian admits thé 
it may cost him a share more in the immediate outlay 
of money, but that when resultant doctors’ bills 
cases of sickness that result from loose milk are taken 
irto consideration, bottled milk will prove infintely 
cheaper.

Disease Is Spread by Common 
Cup—Each Pupil Should Use 
None But His Own 


Field agents of the state board of 
health have reported to the board that 
there are a great many schools in which 
the children are allowed to drink out 


‘of a common dipper from an ordinary 
| bucket. 


This dangerous practice should be 
; changed at once, according to a bulle- 
ais by the board. It is not only nau- 
seating to think about each child com- 
,ing along and taking the.saliva in his 
jmiouth that has been left on the dipper 
by the children *who have drunk from it 
previously, but it can be seen readily 
how disease can be transmitted in this 
way. It not infrequently happens that 
a child goes to school in the morning 
feeling badly, maybe in the early stages 
of diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles or 
some other disease. Later on in the day 
he has to go home or maybe he toughs 
it out through that day; but on the 
next, fails to return as he has fully 
developed the disease and so is confined 
to his bed. 


“Now, suppose that child had drunk 
out of the school dipper while he was 
there,” don’t you see how his disease 
very easily could be passed on to those 
children who followed him at the buck- 
et? Every school should install one or 
more water coolers with a faucet and 
each pupil should be required to provide 
himself with an individual drinking cup, 
just like each child is required to pro- 
vide his own lunch and his own books. 
A drinking cup costs only a few cents 
and it may save many dollars, many 
hours of time, and many valuable lives. 

“Unless a large container with a fau- 
cet is provided also, however, the indi- 
vidual cups are only of partial value,

AUSTIN’S GRAIN LETTER. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 13.— Wnheat—The 
Government report this week indicates 
we will make a new high record in 
wheat production and it is well that this 
occurs in this particular year of general 
failure of other crops. Meat, potatoes 
and other articles of food will command 
such. prohibitive prices that an increased 
use of: Wheat will be imperative, in addi- 
tion to which we wiil be obliged to feed 
many millions of bushels to livestock 
owing to the impossibility of securing 
corn and pasturage. European takings 
cannot possibly. decrease and at the rate 
of exports this year to date our heavy 
stocks will be pruned down liberally. 
Northwest harvesting continues fairly 
favorable and no perpendicular rise is 
imminent, as we have often stated, but 
later on this market will look back at 
present prices in wonder and for a long 
pull the investment situation appeals 
strongly to us, although we believe pro- 
fit-taking should be indulged in on 
fair little advances for a few weeks 
yet. 

.Corn.—The government crop report 
added no news to the situation except 
to confirm the most pessimistic reports 
of this year’s prospects, and husking 
operations will probably bring down the 
total number of bushels even more. Yet, 
as we have often stated the recent high 
prices discounted g great deal and we 
know they have enforced the feeding of 
wheat, and rushed livestock to ma 
months before they were mature, so 
that ¢ orn feeding will be reduced and 
our hog population is no larger than 
the small numbers of last year. We 
believe a permanently high level is in 
store for corn all this winter but would 
not operate in this market except for 
buying on breaks for quick turns. 

Oats.—The government crop report in- 
dicated the prospects just slightly high- 
er than our Chicago correspondents, but 
we believe it is hardly safe to figure 
on more than 1,000,000,000 bushels from 
this crop, and with prices at one time 
fully 30 cents under corn we believe 
the difference is so great as to be self- 
évident that this market offers greater 
opportunitiés than corn. The large car- 
ry-over from last year’s big crop has 
exerted its influence and speculation 
will now anticipate an early consump- 
tion of supplies and we still feel that 
this market offers the greatest buying 
inducements at this time. 

Provisions.—The continued drought 
has been somewhat broken this week 
through the southwest and will probably 
cause a let-up in the shipments of im- 
mature livestock, but those kept back 
will be fattened at very high costs and 
packing interests expect very high 
priced stock this winter. Reports in- 
dicate hogs on the farms no greater 
than the small proportions of last year 
which caused so much bullish attention 
and we believe the situation in general 
is stronger today than it was then. In 
the spring of 1911 we took an unquali- 
fied position on the long side of this 
market just before the rise of some 
feur cents per pound and which we real- 
ize prices are higher now fhan then, yet 
we regard the investment position today 
as likely to show extremely large pro-

Without the apparatus and fixings of 
® gymnasium, There is not a moment 
when we are not exercising our 
muscies, but few of us know how to 
make the moat of our little. The per- 
gon who is hard pressed for time 
should learn to make an intelligent 
exercise of the different actions 
necessary when dressing, walking, 
carrying, talking, ete. There is a 
right and a wrong way to do every 
one of these things, and it ia im- 
portant that you tearn the right way. 
Several general facts to be remem- 
bered are that the head should be 
held erect, the chest up, and that ore 
performa whatever task is set before 
one with a vim that will instill one 
with ambition. Don't do your work 
because you have to, but because you 
want to. If you have the latter spirit 
in you, gour duties will become 4 
pleasure instead of a bore, 

By exercising all parts of the body 
the blood is made to circulate faster 
because of the quick action of the 
heart This means that pure air 
is being taken into the system, the 
carbon is being burned away and the 
‘tissues of the body are being nour- 
ished with good blood. 

Before practicing any 
which are about to be described, 
tight clothing should 
the room should be well ventilated 
and much thought should be given 
to the motions and the intelligent use of 
them, " 

Unless a special effort is made we 
never stretch the muscles of our 
arms to thelr fullest extent. This is 
& great mistake, for when one stops 
to realize that one-quarter of the 
blood of the body ita in the muscles

Repeat five times, This 
movement ‘will decrease the abdomen 
and develop the muscles of the leg. 
For some reason exercises are better 
performed when working with a second 
person.

through the various motions. Try this 
the next time you work to improve

f ARIS—([Special Correapondence.jJ—All the 
world is out of town, Paris being nothing 
more than a deserted wilderness, and so 


it is from Trouville thie week that every- 


thing in the way of fashions has to come. 
Two weeks hence it will be a Mfferent 
story, but the styles that are to make 
their appearance during the coming fort- 
night are as closely guarded as would be crown jewels 


and are considered neariy as precious 


Trouville, and its sister resort. Deauville, are, on the 


contrary, seething hotbeds of many modes—summer, 
fall and winter all mingled in one grand exposition, 
and after a visit to both one returns to Paris to 
live for a brief period the simple life and endeavor 
to adjust one’s mind onto what is finally to be worn. 

One thing is certain, and that is that black and 
white has been restored to a favor that it temporarily 
lost, for this combination has been seen for every 
item of dres# from shoes to hats There have been 
gowns of every known material, and of every shade 
of white, in the making of which a little black ap- 
peared Theres were also black frocks trimmed in 
white, but the former combinations were the more at- 
tractive. 

A number of the thin gowns worn were provided 
with Httle crinoline overskirts, or else they had three 
and four ruffles of the chiffon, lace, or whatever it 


might be, and each of slightly atiffened. 
There were also a few made of more weighty fabrics, 
such as satin crépe de chine, and even cotton stuffs.

Gown of gray charmeuse, the skirt bemge very 
intricate im ite draping. It has a gocd deal of 
fullness at the belt, but is marrow about its lower 
edge. The bodice, too, is draped, there being wide 
Plaits over the shoulders and down the front. m 
the back there is a basque into which some full- 
ness is also brought, this being caught just above 
the Mme cf the belt, which stres a short waisted 
effect. The buttons are im gray crochet ana they 
are placed near toget About the pointed neck 
there is a double pls ug of tulle, this also ex- 
tending Gown the center of the front of the bodice, 
where it forms a sort cf waistcoat. It is a gown 
imtendea for the early ante te be worn with 
fuxs. Model from Antoine Hubert, 
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which were treat@d in the same manner, and these 
were, some of them, especially smart. It seems to 
be the general impression, among those who are wise 
in prophesying such things, that the wide skirt is to 
come, but that it will be slow in arriving, and for the 
present the wearing of it will be confined to the house 
or for evening use. he 

At any rate, there have been plenty of them at 
Trouville, all worn by women who are supposed to 
be in advance of fashions, and although none of these 
could really be called street costumes, they might 
easily have been worn for afternoon teas, or “any 
place where a coat could be dispensed with.

White Satin Frocks Prettiest. 


Of all the frocks seen, to my mind those of white 
satin were the prettiest, though, of course, they were 
net nearly so dressy as some others. ‘Some had dar- 
ling little overskirts of chiffon, or of lace, the former 
being softer and frequently more graceful. Others 
were made into coats and skirts, the former being 
really only make believe coats, for they were worn 
over tulle chemisettes, or silk and velvet walstcoats. 
Most were very short and they had absolutely no fit, 
looking generally as if they had been made for some 


ene several sizes larger than their wearers. Some 
of these little garments were provided with black 


chiffon collars and cuffs and had large black buttons, 
and once in a while they would show a natty little 
black waistcoat beneath, or a series of black tulle ruf- 
files, one falling over the other. 


Tulle, both black and white, trimmed nearly 
every dress worn at Trouville, and it appeared, 
in unexpected spots, such as ruffles on the under 
side of coats, frills that finished the lower edge 
of cloth coats, collars of every shape, sleeves, 
lower parts of bodices, and in dozens of other 
ways. Many white frocks were made with large 
open arm sizes, and from these would appear 
sleeves of black tulle. To render these still more 
noticeable there would be seen ruffles of white 
tulle fintshing the wrists and occasionally nar- 
row insertions of white lace that extended from 
a close fitting Wristband upward to a large puffed 
elbow, 

Nearly every white dress had a black sash, 
these, however, being not so wide as those 
worn early in the summer. The present fashion 
is for a wide folded belt, this being very loosely 
adjusted about the waist. One sash end only is 
considered smart, and this may be wide or nar- 
row, according to taste. Black taffeta sashes 
were much seen, also some of black ribbon vel- 
vet, a lot of these last being embroidered, across 
the edge with fine pearl beads. Another touch of 
the moment is a plaque shaped bit of embroidery 
on the front of the wide belt and a similar em- 
broidered end of the sash, and this when done in 
brilliant colors on black is most stunning. I 
saw one frock with this effect, the material of it 
being white pongee, with white tulle sleeves and 
the belt and sash of black taffetas. This last 
was embroidered in coral color and purple, and 
it was stunning,

MOSQUITO CAN BE ERADICATED. 

“In years gone by it was generally 
considered an impossibility to com- 
pletely rid a community of mosqui- 
toes and other disease carrying in- 
sects. Careful investigation has 
shown this view to be erroneous. 

“Successful results, however, are 
‘dependent upon the thorough co-op- 
| eration of all the people. 

“Tf everyone in the city will make 
a careful inspection of his premises 
every two weeks and see that there 
is no stagnant water whatever, this 
will, in conjunction with the work 
done by the health department, in- 
sure the eradication of all breeding 
places within the city limits. Even 
without this thorough co-operation 
the number of mosquitoes in the city 
has been reduced fully ninety per 
cent already by the work of the 
health department. 

“In addition to this co-operation 
by the citizens within the city lim- 
its, it is also necessary that the as- 
{sistance of the people outside of the 
city together with the co-operation 
of the county officials be secured in 
order that we may have a completes 
eradication. 

“A large part of the remaining 
| ten per cent of our former mosquito 
| pest is due to stagnant pools and ed- 
dies formed along the sides of 
'streams flowing out of the city into 


the surrounding country. A small 
amount of work on the part of the 
jcounty would go a long way to- 


ward completely ridding the city and 
its surroundiags of all of our varie- 
ties of mosquitoes. 

“The county officials have always 
shown a decided willingness to do 
everything possible toward improv- 
ing health conditions both . inside 
and outside of the city, and ft is .to 
be hoped that this small amount cs 
| work in the suburbs can be arranged. 
;} “WtMe the majority of our citl- 
zens cxn at present enjoy the slum- 
bers of our delightful summer nights 
free from the annoying and poison- 
ing bite of the mosquito, yet there 
are still a few localities which are 
denied these blessings.
